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ClO Office Workers Flocking 
To A.F. of L. Says Weikel 


Declares Disillusioned Groups in Many Cities Are 
Complaining Against Dual Organization 
Leadership and Arranging for Affiliation with the 
AFL International Council of Office Workers 


Office workers’ unions in twelve 
cities have made direct overtures 
to the American Federation of La- 
bor and signified they have be- 
come disillusioned with the CIO 
and want to leave it. 

This was disclosed by Frank 
Weikel, president of the interna- 
tional council of office workers, 
affiliated with the A. F. of L. He 
declared: 


“Every opportunity will be ex- 
tended to these dissatisfied organ- 
izations to enter the American 
Federation of Labor. We want 
them back with us. 


“Following the lead of the CIO 
local in New York city which voted 
overwhelmingly last week to quit 
the CIO and join up with us, we 
have received bids from locals in a 
dozen other cities. These are in 
Buffalo, Bridgeport, New Haven, 
Newark, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Boston, Baltimore, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago St. Louis and Los Angeles. 

“CIO leaders tried to dismiss the 
New York union’s action as mere 
‘ebb and flow.’ It looks to us more 
like a tidal wave. 

“The complaints against CIO 
leadership made by the New York 
local have been echoed in every 
part of the country. Let me quote 
briefly from the resolution adopted 
by the New York local: 

“'The present administration of 
Local 16, United Office and Profes- 
sional Workers of America (CIO) 
during three years of control of 
this New York office workers’ 
union has registered a sorry fail- 
ure as a trade union in that It has 
organized practically none of the 
bona fide office workers in this 
city who are in dire need of union 
protection. This miserable record 
was written during a period that 
offered unparalleled opportunity 
for successfully appealing to un- 
derpaid, overworked and _ unpro- 
tected office workers. This failure 
was due to the fact that the union 
was captured by an organized ma- 
chine which violated its oath to 
serve the membership by placing

Trades Council Not in

The Alameda County Build- 
ing and Construction Trades 
Council in regular session 
Tuesday night vigorously con- 


demned the action of the so- 
called Labor’s United Legislative 
and Political League, which met in 
the labor temple Monday night, 
for their action in endorsing can- 


didates for the Oakland city 
council. 

Several representatives co n- 
demned the league, saying they 


were “very much out of line” in 
making political endorsements. 
The only organization with this 
authority, they said, is the A. F. of 
L. Political League of Alameda 
county. 

The motion, which was carried 
by a practically unanimous vote, 
was as follows: 

“That a statement be issued 
to the press and local unions 
that the action of the league, 
in making endorsements of 
candidates and the adoption of 
their platform, is not the policy 
of the building and construc- 
tion trades council and does 
not carry the approval of the 
council.” 

Originally the league was set up 
to recommend labor endorsements 
to Governor Olson, but since its 
Monday meeting the league has 
drifted away from its proper func- 
tions and is now trying to absorb 
the A. F. of L. Political League of 
Alameda county, labor representa- 
tives said. To this the council ob- 
jects and so notified its affil- 
iated unions of its action. 

The only organization in the A. 
F. of L. trade union movement 
here with the right of making rec- 
ommendations of candidates seek- 
ing political office is the A. F. of 
L. Political League of Alameda 
county. 


the interests of the communist 
party above those of our union’.” 

“This grave indictment,” Mr. 
Weikel continued, “illustrates how 
thoroughiy disillusioned the office 
workers of the nation are with CIO 
leadership. We offer them the pro- 
tection of a strong organization, 
completely devoted to the better- 
ment of their working conditions 
and run on sound trade union prin- 
ciples. The office workers have 
learned an important lesson and it 
is my conviction that they are now 
ready for unionization on a na- 
tional scale under the banner of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor.” 

The first break in the CIO office 
workers’ union occurred last May 
when the local in San Francisco 
went over to the A. F. of L. In 
contrast with the stagnant condi- 


tion of the CIO organization, the 
international council of office 
workers affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of MLabor’ has 
grown rapidly in the past three 
years and now has locals in 100 
cities. 


Shoe Stores. 
Listed As 
“Unfair" By

Four Downtown Shoe 
Stores Listed as “Don’t 
Patronize” by Local Union 


A campaign of ‘We Don’t Pat- 
ronize” was inaugurated against 
Leed’s, Burt’s, Allen and Berland’s 
shoe stores this week by Retail 
Clerks’ Union, Local No. 47, 

Failure of the store owners to 
meet union requirements was the 
cause of the campaign, union offi- 
cials announced. Managers’ of 
these stores have promised to meet 
anion hours and wage scales but 
did not keep their word. 

These non-union stores are in 
direct competition with other 
downtown shoes stores paying a 
decent wage scale to their em- 
ployes and working them union 
hours. They do not deserve the 
patronage of organized labor mem- 
bers or their friends, officials of 
the clerks’ union said.

ATTORNEY GENERAL 
RENDERS DECISION 
IN WAGE, HOUR LAW 


Organized labor of California is 
jubilant over the decision ren- 
dered by Attorney General Earl 
Warren recently wherein he said 
that wherever the state and fed- 
eral labor laws may conflict the 
highest minimums of wages and 
the lowest of hours must prevail. 

In other words if the federal 
Wage and hour act provides a 25 
cent hourly minimum in certain 
industries and the _ California 
statute quotes a higher rate, em- 
ployers must follow the state law. 

The ruling of the attorney gen- 
eral was sought by Margaret L. 
Clark, division chief of the state 
division of industrial welfare, in 
connections with certain appren- 
ticeship minimums.

WM. GREEN 


Federation’s Structure and 
Philosophy Must Be 
Preserved, He Declares 


Unity and solidarity in the fam- 
ily of labor must be based on pre- 
serving the tried and true struc- 
ture and philosophy of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and the 
dissolution of the CIO, and the re- 
turn of its members to the A, F. 
of L. 


This was the prescription for 
labor peace offered by William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in an address 
at Boston before 500 delegates to 
the A. F. of L. New England con- 
ference. 


Holding CIO leaders completely 
responsible for the controversy in 
the labor movement, Mr. Green 
said the A. F. of L. stands ready to 
welcome back the “prodigal sons” 
who left it to form a “rival, rebel 
union.” 

He asserted that the structure 
and philosophy of the A. F. of L 
wouid not be_ sacrificed to the 
“whims of any individual.” 

Mr. Green commended President 
Roosevelt for calling on the A. F. 
of L. and the CIO to name the 
committees now conferring in an 
attempt to compose their differ- 
ences, 

“I think that all working 
men and women in America 
wish with all their hearts that 
we might reestablish an or- 
ganized, solidified labor move- 
ment,” he said. 

“How shall we accomplish this? 
Would you have the A. F. of L. 
surrender any of its principles? 
Would you have it merge with the 
rebel movement? I think I know 
the answer, and it must be in the 
negative. 

“During these years we have de- 
veloped a _ trade-union philosophy 
which has met the test, organizing 
craft unions in one field or indus- 
trial in another as circumstances 
required. We are willing to apply 
this philosophy, but we're not will- 
ing to destroy either type to sat- 
isfy the whims of any individual.”

PLUMBERS AND GAS 
FITTERS’ NOTES 


By SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


This is to remind the members 
that the next regular meeting of 
the local will be held as usual on 


Wednesday evening, April 12th. 
t h e- special 
call meeting 


held on Wed- 
nesday e v e- 
ning, April 5, 
was called for 
t h e purpose 
of acting on a 
specific ques- 
tion and will 
in no way interfere with the hold- 
ing of our regular meetings of the 
local which are on the second and 
fourth Wednesdays of the month. 

A matter of major importance, 
and one that is being overlooked, 
is the rules requesting members 
when out of employment to phone 
to the office stating that they are 
out of work and also that when 
they receive a call to go to work 
which does not come from the of- 
fice that it is their duty to phone 
in, asking that their name be re- 
moved from the unemployment 
list. This applies to the apprentice 
as well, and it would be a source 
of great satisfaction and eliminate 
the unnecessary phoning to the 
residence either to notify a jour- 
neyman or apprentice where he 
may go to work only to find that 
they have been working. In most 
eases the call for help is received 
not only at the last hour but in 
many instances at the last minute. 
And then when it is necessary for 
the employer to wait until noon 
of that day or the morning of the 
following day, he is somewhat un- 
necessarily disturbed. The condi- 
tions can be rectified with a bene- 
fit to all concerned if the sugges- 
tions made are carried out. 

Much interest is being manifest- 
ed in a number of bills pending in 
the present session of the legisla- 
ture. One of the most important 
measures is the passage of a bill 
that has for its purpose the strict 
enforcement of the state contrac- 
tors’ license law. If passed, it will 
be beneficial not only to members 
of organized labor but for the pro- 
tection of the fair employer in all 
branches of industry. For a num- 
ber of years it has been possible 
for a person to apply for a con- 
tractor’s license, pay ten dollars, 
and then go merrily on his way. 

The amendments to the law pro- 
vide that he must be a citizen of 
the United States, with residence 
in the state of California for a 
definite period; he must prove to 
the board of examiners that he is 
fully qualified in the way of car- 
rying workmen’s compensation, 
social security and unemployment 
tax requirements, and after filing 
his application the board has thirty 


; days in which to investigate In or- 


der to determine whether he should 
be given a license. It protects the 
workmen to the extent that in the 
event of injury or serious accident 
he will receive workmen’s compen- 
sation on the same fair basis of 
operation that the legitimate gen- 
eral and sub-contractor recognize. 
In that way all parties concerned 
are benefitted. Every effort is be- 
ing made to have this bill passed 
and signed by the governor. 

It is possible, but I cannot say 
definitely, that at the next regular 
meeting full and complete details 
will be ready to submit to the or- 
ganization regarding the federal 
apprenticeship indenture plan. 
Everything has been done that can 
be done by your secretary. The 
reason that some delay has been 
caused is due to the fact that 
there was some slight modifica- 
tion of improvement submitted in 
a bill presented to this session of 
the legislature. There can be no 
doubt as to its adoption because 
all concerned are in accord with 
the named amendments; and it all 
depends upon the time required by 
the chairman of the state appren- 
ticeship indenture committee 
to transmit same to the respective 
organizations.

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Pay-Hour Law 
Backed By 
Mrs. Norton 


Amendments of Labor 
Committee Head Designed 
To Facilitate Act’s 
Administration 


A series of amendments to facil- 
itate administration of the wage- 
hour act were introduced in the 
house this week by Chairman Mary 
T. Norton, of the house labor com- 


mittee. 

President William Green said the 
revisions were being studied by the 
A. F. of L. and indicated that he 
would ask that some of them be 
modified. 

Mrs. Norton proposed to exempt 
from the hour provisions workers 
with wages of $200 a month or 
over. Under this clause, employers 
would be relieved from paying 
overtime rates to workers em- 
ployed over 44 hours a week. 

Labor spokesmen suggested that 
the figure be raised to $250 a 
month, or $3,000 a year. The social 
security act, they pointed out, ap- 
plies to all salaries up to $3,000. 


Pay-Hour Chief Warns 
Against Law Dodging 


A definite warning that manu- 
facturers “don’t play with fire’ in 
the fair labor standards act of 
1938 was made by Wage-Hour Ad- 
ministrator Elmer F. Andrews in 
an address before Atlanta Rota- 
rians. 

He said the act “was and is 
broad social legislation designed to 
help all of us to a better, more 
prosperous and happier national 
life.” 

“J am well aware that the 
degree of help we may expect 
from it will depend upon the 


vigor with which it is en- 
forced. Enforcement is our 
job.” 


Andrews reported at present ‘we 
are less interested in putting non- 
complying manufacturers in jail, 
however, than in winning for the 
workers every benefit to which 
they are lawfully entitled.” 

He pointed out all interstate 
commerce from all states would 
bear alike the increase from the 
current 44-hour week, 25-cent-an- 
hour basic provisions in six years 
to 40 hours and 40 cents. 


A.F.L. COUNCIL SIGNS UP 
SIX N.Y: CITY HOTELS 


Wage Increase of $2 Weekly 
Secured for 3,500 Employes 


The New York hotel trades coun- 
cil announced signed _ contracts 
with six midtown hotels as its con- 
stituent unions continued their 
strike at the Governor Clinton. 

Jay Rubin, president of the coun- 
cil, who announced the signing of 
the contracts, said that the Bilt- 
more, Commodore, Roosevelt, 
Chatham, Barclay and Park Lane 
had come to terms with the coun- 
cil. 

Under the terms of the contracts, 
the 3,500 employes of the hotels 
will receive weekly pay increases of 
$2, $1 of which will become effec- 
tive immediately and the other $1 
on July 15. Nearly fifty of the city’s 
hotels already have signed con- 
tracts with the council, which is 
composed of six unions affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor.

HOOVER SCORED FOR 
BUCKING PICKET LINE 


A. F. of L. Union Charges 
Former President Refused to 
Follow Roosevelt Example 


The A. F. of L. hotel and restau- 
rant workers’ alliance this week 
rapped former President Herbert 
Hoover for “bucking” a picket line 
of its Los Angeles local, after he 
had been especially urged not to 
do so. 


Hoover was billed as _ chief 
speaker at a banquet at a Los An- 
geles hotel whose employes are 
striking to compel the manage- 
ment to respect an agreement with 
the union. 

“A telegram was sent to Mr. 
Hoover advising him of the situa- 
tion,” the union’s statement said. 
“He was requested to call off the 
talk, but refused to do so. Later he 
crashed the picket line.” 

Several weeks ago, it was re- 
called. President Roosevelt, under 
similar circumstances, made it 
known he would not cross a picket 
line to make a scheduled speech. 


House Committee Backs 
Alien Deportation Bill 


The bill providing for deportation 
of aliens who advocate “any 
changes” in the American form of 
government has been approved by 
the immigration committee of the 
house of representatives. 

As introduced by Representative 
Dempsey of New Mexico, the bill 
stipulated deportation for advocacy 
of “fundamental changes.” Repre- 
sentative Dickstein of New York, 
the chairman, said the committee 
approved the amended bill unani- 
mously. 

John P. Frey, president of the A. 
F. of L. metal trades department, 
and John Thomas Taylor of the 
American Legion, testified in sup- 
port of the bill.

The Importance of Union Label Goods 


The tremendous importance of the ever-wider use of union- 


made goods and services performed by union members in pro- 
tecting and raising the living standards of working men and 
women was emphasized by I. M. Ornburn, secretary-treasurer 
of the Union Label Trades Department of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, in a radio address from Washington, D. C., over 
the “blue network’ of the National Broadcasting company, 
announcing the thirtieth anniversary of the establishment of 
the department. 


Pointing out that “through the united acion of one-half of 
the affiliated national and international unions of the American 
Federation of Labor, this department has a long list of achieve- 
ments during the past three decades,’ Mr. Ornburn made the 
following terse but significant statement regarding the value of 
the various insignia used to identify the many articles made and 
functions performed by members of American Federation of 
Labor unions: 


“The union label, shop card and service button are the trade 
marks of union workers who have made steady progress during 
this period. The unions that have adopted insignia have greatly 
increased their membership and also the demand for union- 
made products and union services. 

“The union label is a symbol which is displayed by means of 
a cloth or paper label, stamp, or other imprint upon products to 
assure consumers that the merchandise is made in unionized 
shops or factories. 

“The shop card is a printed sign which is displayed in a 
window or on the wall of all shops and other business establish- 
ments whose employes are unionized. The service or working 
buttons are similar to the insignia of lodges or fraternal orders 
and are worn in the same manner. The working button gives 
assurance that services are rendered by a member of a local 
union. ane : 

“All of these emblems stand for American labor standards 
including higher wages, shorter hours and better working con- 
ditions. They are a continual boycott against sweatshops and 
unsanitary conditions. They are a perpetual strike against child 
labor and low-paid women workers. And finally, they are the 
emblems of a union crusade for higher American standards of 
living.” 


If you can’t say something good about your union don’t say 
anything.

Labor Relations Board Brazenly 
Favors the C0, Says Green 


Charges Three-Man Administration with Exercising | 
Usurped Power to Destroy AFL Unions and with 
Condoning Sit-Down Strikes Despite Illegality 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, ac- 
cused the natonal labor relations 
board with deliberate maladminis- 
tration of the labor relations act in 
favor of the CIO and charged that 
in putting over the contract with 


with the assistance of the labor 
board, John L. Lewis had made 
“brazen” use of government ma- 
chinery to recruit workers into the 
ranks of the CIO. 

Writing in the magazine “Lib- 
erty,” Mr. Green said the national 
labor relations board “has usurped 
power” in its administration of the 
national labor relations act and 
has virtually made its own law,” 
adding: 


“It has advanced its own philo- 
sophical views, in defiance of Amer- 
ican tradition. It has entered into 
an unholy alliance with the CIO; 
the clear result being an attempt 
to weaken and destroy A. F. of L. 
unions.”

“IT am asked how these incredible 
things can be possible. First, be- 
cause men of little or no labor ex- 
perience were appointed to the na- 
tional board. Two in particular, 
Edwin Smith and Donald Wake- 
field Smith, have shown in their 
actions and declarations a deter- 
mination to ‘make over’ the whole 
labor movement—as they see fit. 
They have been guilty of distor- 
tion of the act they are sworn to 
administer impartially. 

“Second, there was a flood not 
only of inexperience but of radi- 
calism into the country-wide set-up 
of this agency. Since this parallel 
infiltration of communists into the 
CIO, there was a working basis for 
advancing ‘imported’ ideas. Also 
for inquisitorial opposition to the 
long tried American way of han- 
dling labor problems. Never once, 
for instance, has this agency con- 
demned the imported and revolu- 
tionary sit-down technique. On the 
contrary, it has condoned and des 
fended violence.”

Migtatory Worker Is 
A National Problem 


The problem of the migratory 
worker is national in scope and 
should not be dealt with in a piece- 
meal manner, President Roosevelt 
declared this week, in urging re- 
medial legislation by congress. 

The president, at a press confer- 
ence, discussed the report of a 
special committee recommending 
methods of caring for tens of 
thousands of homeless wanderers 
who are stranded in California. He 
conceded the situation is acute in 
the Golden state, but added that 
other sections are also facing sim- 
ilar difficulties. 

No existing federal agency can 
cope with the situation and special 
legislation was held needed to 
create a nation-wide program. 


Why Taxes Increase 


At least 169 American cities of 
more than 10,000 population added 
new city activities or services 
within the last year, a report by 
the international city managers’ 
association reported recently.

The recent consolidation of 
eleven American Federation of Lax 
bor unions in the Cleveland food 
council is expected to bring about 
general improvement in the Cleve- 
land food market. 

Affiliated with the new council 
are unions of truck drivers, com- 
mission house drivers, milk driv- 


ers, bakery drivers, warehouse 
workers, retail clerks, fish and 
poultry handlers, butchers, chain 


store clerks and managers and 
bakery and confectionery workers. 

“Work of the council,” according 
to Edward Murphy, who directed 
its formation, “will center first on 
educating the affiliated unions to 
cooperate with each other. We 
want to correct the _ situation 
whereby a minority group goes out 
on strike without the knowledge 
and support of all other affected 
unions. 

“We believe both the unions and 
the employers will gain by being 
able to get through a united organ- 
ization. When grievances arise 
both sides will have the benefit of 
co-operative action. The council 
will also seek to establish regula- 
tion and stabilization of the in- 
dustry through labor agreements 
and by effecting uniform observ- 
ance of opening and closing hours 
for all stores handling food prod-

director of conciliation of the U. S. 
department of labor, the union 
yielded on its original demand for 
a closed shop agreement, but se- 
cured many other favorable con- 
ditions. The agreement included 
the following terms: 

Employer first shall apply to the 
union for any new employe re- 
quired whether for steady or part- 
time work. If the union is unable 
to supply the help within 24 hours, 
the employer shall secure the help 
from other sources. The new em- 
ploye must become a member of 
the union within two weeks after 
his employment. 

Arbitration of Disputes 

Another phase of the agreement 
provides the employer shall have 
sole right to direct and control the 
employe, including the right to 
lay-off, promote, transfer or dis- 
charge, provided no action is taken 
because of union activities. The 
union shall have the right to con- 
fer with the employer on resulting 
grievances.
